come from the growing of 
agricultural products, if he 
owns under 20 acres of land, 

However, if he has 20 
acres or over, the act then 
reads he must obtain suffi- 
cient income to maintain a 
livelihood, or according to 
the act the equivalent of the 
senior citizens pension 
which is in the neighborhood 
of $1,320 per year. 

What has been happening 
in recent years in the areas 
surrounding our cities? A 
number of small acreages 
have sprung up on the out- 
skirts of Edmonton and many 
in our municipality which 
have given us all cause for 
concern, Legislation is such 
as I have just pointed out, 
that if you own over 20 
acres of land and you can 
make $1,500 a year, maybe 
by the sale of one good race 
horse, you will qualify as

a farmer and your house 
will not be assessed and 
taxed. By the time you re= 
ceive the homeowners dis- 
count you will find you are 
paying very little taxes if 
any, I’m sure our “urban 
farmers’’ will be the first 
to agree that this is an un- 
fair situation and as much 
as we would all like to get 
in under a situation like 
this we also know that it is 
impossible to have good 
schools and roads etc, such 
as we have here in Sturgeon 
without paying a fair share 
of taxes to our municipalit- 
ies. We have been informed 
that about 10 per cent of 
our assessment in Sturgeon 
has changed from residen- 
tial to farm assessment 
which means an increase 
of about four mills to the 
rest of the ratepayers, The 
chart below which was pro- 
vided by Walter Van De 
Walle, indicates the pro- 
blem,

provide leadership and 
should check out any dup- 
lication of services. ‘We 
should set out the ground 
rules and_ then let them 
work = welfare will not dis- 
appear,’’ he said, Councillor 
Lukay said he wouldn’t like 
to hire a director and then 
find out the system will not 
work, 

Mayor Gibbon pointed out 
that there were more ser- 
vices than homemakers ine 
volved - possibly many 
more, and then good pre- 
ventive work might even 
mean a drop in costs evene 
tually, 


Secretary O’Connell was 
asked at the March 1st meet- 
ing on progress made in 
getting some information 
requested from the Depart-

Schools like to maintain 
the ideals of honesty and 
truthfulness. A good found- 
ation in these reduces the 
tasks of the teacher, Simil- 
arly, obedience born out of 
respect for the adult’s 
greater. experience should 
be inculcated early, Care 
in the use of tools, equip- 
ment, and general property 
is another characteristic 
that can be extended in 
school when it is well prac- 
tised out of school, 

In these days of automae 
tion and mass production 
it is often stated that too 
many people are denied the 
satisfaction of pride in 
workmanship, in seeing the 
finished product, and so on, 
This might be truer than 
ever with the passing years, 
Perhaps we need to ensure 
that our children enjoy this 
satisfaction before it is too 
late. 

It seems that education 
is as complex as life it- 
self, (and open to as many 
different views) but I am 
confident that by joint eff- 
orts of homes and schools 


over the years of child 
growth, we can and will 
prepare a better genera- 
tion,
